OF ST. LOUIS AND HOW 
| WILL HOLD THE JOB 


Being the First Person Story, Not However 
Under This Title, Told by Jeptha D. 
Howe of His Rise to Leadershib of the 
Republican Party In St. Louis Where 

~ He Says, He Will Fight For Clean 


Politics and ‘Good Government. 
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Am I going to 
convert it into an instrument for self-glorification or personal] enrichment? 

‘‘Or, shall I throw away my opportunity—an opportunity that comes to but few 
young men—an opportunity which places in my control a power greater than the Legislature it- 
self, return sordidly to my law practice, which has profited me $20,000 a year, and fall back into 
the easy, selfish greed of eating, drinking and having a good time?’ ; 

Thus the new Republican “‘boss,’’ Jeptha D. Howe, interrogated himself in the presence of a 


, onan am I going to do with this power that has been placed in my hands? 
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Post-Dispatch interviewer. 


“Well.”’ he conttnued, rising on tip- 
toe to answer his self-imposed queries, 
and emphasizing his remarks by a vig- 
orous gesticulation of his clenched fist, 
“T have made up my mind. I am not 
going to throw the power away. I 
want neither riches nor glory; I want 
no office; I want no such emoluments 
as might come to me through alignment 
with corporate interests seeking to per- 
petuate and enrich themselves by con- 
sorting with political managers, but I 
am going to use the power—and mark 
my word, I’m going to use it for the 
public good.” : 

The “kid’’ boss, 3% years old, and 
youngest member of the Republican 
City Central Committee, of which he is 
chairman—who calls himself a ‘‘kid,” 
has thus gone on record. : 
“"By virtue of Tuesday’s Republican 
victory in 8t. Louis Howe has risen 
In the local political firmament as a 
new star—or. in other words, a new 
“boss."’ 

Won Battle With Hawes. 

In the conflict at the polls Howe meas- 
ured swords with that other political 
“boss”’—iHarry B. Hawes. of whom 8t. 
Louis has heard much since Ed Butler’s 
mantle fell upon his shoulders. Howe's 
ticket was pitted against Hawes'aticket, 
and, in what was conceded to the 
fairest election held in 6t. Louis for 
years, Howe wrested the title of ‘‘boss’’ 
from Hawes. 

For a stormy two years Howe has 
been the logical head of the local Re- 
publican organization. But there were 
other contenders for the honor, and 
Howe had to defeat them within his 
own party before he could establish his 
supremacy outside. 

Howe has been before the public as an 
active politician a scant two years. He 
was chairman of the Republican City 
Central Committee in the fall of 1904. |- 
The Republicans won a partial victory. 
In the municipal campaign In the spring 
of 19%,in which John A, Talty, former 
Judge of the Circuit Court, was the 
Mayoralty candidate, Howe resigned 
from the chairmanship of the city com- 
mittee. He refused to manage the cam- 
paign, he says, because of the character 
of the nominees and the bad party in- 
fluence that placed them on the ticket. 
He said that he foresaw in the success 
of the ticket the plundering of the city 
by a gang of conscienceless political 
grafters. 

In the midsummer of 19%, following 
the defeat of the Talty ticket. Howe 
began the reorganization of the City 
Committee. That reorganization which 
Howe directed, followed by the success- 
ful campaign that resulted in the elec- 
tion of the entire Republican ticket 
Tuesday, enabled Howe to emerge from 
his chrysalis a full-fledged “boss.” 

Born tn the Mountains. 


Howe was born away up in the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains of California, at a 
little town called Single Springs, Sept. 
18, 1870. When he was 18 months old 
his father died. leaving his mother, 
with four sons of whom he was the 
youngest. A few years later the mother 
brought her orphan brood to Missourt. 

She found a home in Southwest City, 
and when young Jeptha grew large 
enough to hold on to the handles of a 
plow he was sent to the farm. He 
plowed the new ground and took his 
share of plow-handle bumps, dug 
stumps with the old-fashioned grubb ng 
hoe, made rails with the same kind of 
rough-handled maul that Abraham Lin- 
ecoln used, and finally, by dint of hard 
work and rigid economy. he saved 
enough money to pay for his education. 
Tie came to 8t. Louis, and 13 years ago 
graduated from the law department of 
Washington University. 

Howe beman the practice of law ifn 
St. Louls with his brother, Alphonse. 
Tle says that he established a practice 
that pald him $20,000 a year. 

The new Republican ‘‘boss’’ {is a man 
of slight build. He stands 5 feet 9 inch- 
es tall and weighs 14 pounds, is 
marries and lives at 503 Minerva ave- 
nue. 

Howe was appointed Assistant Circult 
Attorney under T. C. Eggers and served 
three years. He made an unsuccessful 
race for the nomination for Aasistant 
@Mireuit attorney. Since then he has 
pot asked for any political office. 
> “Hee great aiffoulty that beset me 
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when I began to reorganize and har- 
monize the Republican party was that 
I could find no one who had faith in 
my integrity,’”’ said Howe. ‘That was 
a little more than a year ago when I 
was trying to bulld a power upon right, 
clean and decent foundations. 

“One by one men of influence and 
right purposes were won over to my 
cause,;and I think the Fairbanks meet- 
ing, under the auspices of the city com- 
mittee, when 600 men, who represented 
the brains of the town, were seated on 
the stage, fairly demonstrated that we 
had won the confidence of a very large 
portion of the people. 


Cleansing Party a Hard Task. 

“It was a hard fight to rid the Re 
publican party of the undesirable e 
ments and put it upon a footing th! 
entitled it to this degree of public con- 
fidence. 

“I took the very same committee that 
had walloped in the mire of the Talty 
campaign and eliminated most of the 
bad that was in it and converted it into 
a force for good. These men had shown 
what they would do when left alone. 
They swallowed Talty, and all of the 
dozen other worse candidates on the 
ticket. Talty was bad enough,, but he 
was the best man on the ticket. 


“But there was one astounding prop- 
ositton made to me at the outset of the 
Talty campaign that opened my eyes. I 
do not care to say publicly what it was. 
Prior to that time I had not been cogni- 
zant of the greater evils that creep into 
a party organization and finally pre- 
dominate. But that opened my eyes. 
It made me unwilling to stand for the 
Talty ticket. or the Republican organ- 
ization that was responsible for it. 

“TI washed my hands of the whole af- 
fair. I had nothing to do with it. I 
knew that if that ticket were elected 
the city would be plundered. I was 
not willing to lend myself to any such 
scheme. I retired from the chairman- 
ship of the committee, and had nothing 
to do with the campaign. 


Decided to Reform Party. 


“Having discerned these evils in my 
own party. and having been re-elected 
to the City Committee, I thought it was 
time to begin the work of reorganiza- 
tion. Reform movements, independent 
of party organizations, do not thrive, 
and are short lived. 1% concluded that 
the best thing I could do was to under- 
take to reorganize the Republican .or- 
ganization. It was necessary to take 
some pretty drastic steps to get rid of 
the men whose influences have always 
been bad—who have never been in poli- 
tics except for selfish purposes. 

“I bewan by reorganizing the city com- 
mittee. I started out with this cardinal 
princtple in my mind: To compromise 
with evil wherever you find it is to sur- 
render. It is not my intention to com- 
promise. I intended succeed or 
fall by own efforts. 

“IT had no police force behind me: 
powerful political organization like the 
Jefferson Club: no big corporation in- 
terests like the racetracks, or anything 
of that kind or character. 

“I believed that I had properly ana- 
lyzed the evils in the Republican or- 
ganization, and my remedy was to get 
rid of the worst of the undesirable ele- 
ment and bring such part of the ele- 
ment as was not wholly bad into contact 
with higher ideals and try to convince 
its members that there was something 
better in office than mere spoils. 

Threw Out Florsheim. 

‘I threw a lot of fellows like “‘John- 
nie’’ Owen and Norman Florsheim out 
of the committee. Among them was W. 
H. Ludwig, who had been, chairman of 
the committee. 


“A few years ago the Democrats re- 
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organized. They threw out bad men and 


put in worse. My object was to throw 
out bad men and supplant them with 
good men. I didn’t fill the vacancies in 
the committee with men who had been 
my political friends. I put Peter An- 
derson in the committee for one. He 
wak one of the men who helped throw 
Kalbfell out of the old state committee 
and put Rudolph in. Anderson had al- 
wayr been against me politically. 

“I selected George Williams for com- 
mitteeman from the Twenty-elghth 
Wand. Williams—a good. clean man, 


was named to act 





who has just been elected Circuit Judge 
on our ticket—had always been opposed 
to the faction in politics that I had been 
identified with. Out in the Twenty- 
third Ward I put in L. C. Dyer, a good 
Republican, who had not been friendly 
to me politically. After driving Owens 
out of the committee in the Sixth Ward 
I filled the vacancy by Inducing Henry 
Neun, a good, straightforward man, 
who had been chased out of politics 
by the Owens element, to take the va- 
cant seat in the committee. 


Says Aloe Crippled. 


“With the aid of Tom Niedringhaus 
and Otto Stifel, the committee did get 
rid of the bunch that had been aligned 
with Louis P. Aloe. Now Aloe had 
been the man who keat the Repub- 
lican party from attacking the elements 
represented by the combination that 
fathered the Talty movement. He kept 
the party crippled so that it was in- 
active and inoffensive toward the evils 
that threatened to keep it buried under 
disgrace.

“There Is one man who stood with mo 
all through this fight. and whose as- 
sistance was of the greatest Import- 
ance, and that was Otto Stifel. Stifel’s 
business associates objected to his 
activity in politics. They declared that 
his activity brought the fire down upon 
their heads, but he took hold anda 
helped me through thick and thin, even 
at sacrifice of his business inter- 
ests.

“Now, having lopped off the canker- 
ous growths on the committee and hav- 
ing reorganized it into a body that 
would respond to the demand for purer 
political ideals and men of unimpeach- 
able character in office, it was neces. 
sary to bring that body into a harmon- 
ious whole. 

More Bad Men to Go, 

“Without mentioning 
will say that it was a 
the ground occupied by some men in 
the committee to that of some others. 
There were men left on the committee 
who had been controlled by all the bad 
influences which I have referred to, but 
they are going out. The better influ- 
ences predominates the committee, and 
if the men whose past records are 
against them, had attempted to control 
the committee and align it with the 
forces of evil. thev would have been 
hopelessly in the minority. Ry bring- 
ing them into contact with men whose 
only purpose was to serve the public 
good they were led to see that party 
success meant adherence to ideals of 
which they had never dreamed. 

“With this working organitzatton 
harmonized and unified it wasn’t a 
hard matter to put it on record for 
the very best ticket that could be 
nominated. The committee of 200 
in an advisory ca- 
pacity: and stand with us if we did 
what was right, and against us if 
we deviated from the straight path.

TURBINE FOR RACING AUTOS.

SCIENTIFIC DIVINING RODS. 

Divining rods are being admitted into the circle of 
the erudite. An electrical divining rod has been de- 
vised by one Adolph Schmid, a Swiss engineer. It 
consists essentially of a glass covered box Inclosing 
a coil of insulated wire in which a slightly magnetic 
needle is free to rotate over a graduated dial, When 
the apparatus is placed over subterranean Water 
with the axis of the coil in the magnetic Meridian 
the neediec is asserted to oscillate more or less rapidly 
from 2 to 10 and even up to 30 degrees. The ancient 
divining rod consisted of a forked twig of hazel, 
apple or any fruit-bearing tree. It was held in the 
hand with the branches both lying normally in the 
same horizontal plane with the crotch where the 
twigs branch off together from the main trunk point-

President Mellen of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railway cannot understand why men who 
are unsuccessful in their private aims are often 
chosen for public office.

That is a common view, but the facts of history 
contradict it. In this country Alexander Hamilton 
never made any great record as a lawyer, although 
he was a very good lawyer. But he founded the 
system of public finance which is not yet obsolete. 
Daniel Webster was an utter failure in his personal 
career, but he was one of the greatest and most use- 
ful public servants. In England William Pitt, the 
younger, was so poor a business man that, although 
in receipt of enormous sums for his services, he died 
as he always lived, in ‘debt. 

Examples might be multiplied. 
the principles underlying private prosperity are not 
identical with those which govern the maintenance 
and development of public welfare. A great banker 
knows how to make himself rich. But can he mas- 
ter the principles of public finance, develop the re- 
sources of his country, adapt his policy to the needs 
of all interests and preserve and advance the public 
credit by means of the narrow maxims of “personal 
success?”

John in his vision of the New Jerusa- 
lem. They mark an epoch in the history 
of the art, and have never been equ: iled 
in the qualities universally recognized 
as indis: vensable in chure h music. The 
motet, “O Bone Jesu.”’ which wil be 
sung by the Knights of Columbus Chor- 
al Club at tomorrow night's concert is 
conceded by connoisseurs to be a par- 
ticularly representati-* composition.

HIS week we have a piquant opportunity to place Victorien Sardou and 
Clyde Fitch back to back, so to speak, and see how they “size up’’ with 
each other as writers of comedy. © course, the tape measure won't be 

laid against them in'the flesh—it muSt needs accept ‘The Love Letter” and ‘“‘The 
Truth” as substitutes—but the test is intellectual, not physical, after all, and 
these two diverting plays promise a fair and significant comparison. 

And they’re not by any manner ‘of means unlike in their story. 

Each has for a heroine a wife who's in dire trouble with her husband, 
@nd who resorts to frantic prevarication as a medium of escape from the 
trouble. Each has for a hero a husband who is wildly rampageous with jeal- 
Ousy at the start, yet who is ultimately so coddled and mollified that the 
last curtain descends with glad bells ringing. Each has imminent divorce pro- 

@eedings and the wrecking ofa happy home as its menace of catastrophe. 
That's being pretty much alike—along basic lines—as two peas, isn’t it? 

It’s true that Sardou suffers under the handicap of translation, but please 
remember that Sardou’s a veteran and a champion who ought to be handi- 
capped within reason. He's old and seasoned in all the constructive tricks of 
his trade. Clyde Fitch is young and still has much to learn, successful Ameri- 
can dramatist though he be—and right there’s the rub again. It’s the Amer- 
jean playwright against the French, with all the prestige of tradition and 
all the advantage of artistic inheritance in favor of the latter. Even if we 
take it that some of the brilliancy of ‘‘The Love Letter’ was lost when it ceased 
to be “La Piste’’ and became English instead of French, still it’s barely an 
@ven break for the author of “The Truth.” The situation, therefore, on the 
eve of the Franco-American conflict, is deeply interesting. 

Especially when we contemplaté the two players who are to lead the op- 
posing forces—Virginia Harned wearing Sardou’s colors in the lists and Clara 
Bloodgood fluttering Clyde Fitch's from her lance-tip. It's a tossup be- 
tween them. We've seen Miss Harned in many a sparkling comedy role, 
@nd our very latest recollection of Miss Bloodgood is as ‘‘The Girl With 
the Green Evyes.’’ They're foemen—or foewomen, if you insist upon it— 

worthy of one another’s steel. Sardou shouldn’t suffer by reason of Vir- 
@inia Harned’s championship. Clyde Fitch should be well content with Clara 
Bloodgood as his representative in such a “trial ‘by combat.” I venture to 
believe that both these young women are very much alive to the issue 
Gonfronting them in St. Louis and that they'll do their devoirs of rival- 
Tj] with the utmost spirit. Hence much breathlessness of anticipation on my 
part. ) 

A Sardou—a Sardou! A Fitch—a Fitch! 

And—whack!—Miss Harned and Miss Bloodgood meet tn the tourney! 

In the meantime, we've just seen another American writer of comedy .make 
® very creditable bow indeed—this man, Langdon Mitchell, whose remark- 
able society satire, ‘“‘The New York Idea,’’ was presented by Mrs. Fiske 
during the week just ended. Speaking of Clyde Fitch, too—Chicago’s dra- 
matic critics unhesitatingly placed Mitchell above Fitch in their reviews of 
Mrs. Fiske’s new success, saying that he rises well into the Pinero and 
Henry Arthur Jones class. Now, that’s all very nice—I relished ‘“‘The New 
York Idea’ keenly, and I concede that it’s much out of the ordinary— 
but I’m not at all prepaiéd to say that Langdon Mitchell has (Plone great 
work. Clever work, yes—distinctly and delightfully clever—but not along 
those lines of genuine character-creation and soul-analysis that are requi- 
site, even in comedy, for greatness.

‘teaching us anew the authentic delights of really good musical comedy. ‘‘The 
Free Lance,’’ which we all saw this past week, seems to effect a spectacu- 


oi ‘ “+ lar rescue of melodious nonsense from the swamp of disrepute in which it 


has been mired of late years. Sure, there are few things more divertingly 
entertaining than good musical comedy, just as there are few things more dead- 
ly tiresome than the bad of that ik—and ‘“‘The Free Lance” was good from 
Start to finish. It had a tuneful score, an ingenious story, songs that pos- 


/ sessed point as well as harmony, lines that made one laugh without reser- 


Vation or later reproach, and the final taste in the mouth was clean and 
wholesome, as the taste of worthy nonsense should always be.

Leopold's greatest anxiety is to obliter- 
ate the impression caused by Mark 
Twain’s interview in the New York 
World and Post-Dispatch and _ subse- 
quent pamphlet on the Congo atrocities. 

“My government of the Congo is a 
matter that I fear is not regarded with- 
out prejudice in America,’”’ said the 
King to A. Stewart Appleton, an Amer- 
ican publisher, at an audience in the 
royal palace here (who afterward de- 
scribed it fully to the New York World 
and Post-Dispatch correspondent). 

“That prejudice is doubtless due to the 
channels through which news is_ sent 
to America. 

“‘Here at home, five years ago, certain 
interests, I will not say envious inter- 
ests, started reports against me, declar- 
ing that the negroes were cruelly treat- 
ed. I almost think that if they keep on 
repeating these stories long enough they 
may finally come to believe them them- 
selves. - 

“If you say it is esti to rain, and 
jf you keep talking about it long enough, 
it finally really will rain. So if some 
poor unfortunate negro is hurt or killed 
in the Congo Free State, I am the man 
who did it. One murder thus antici- 
pated sometimes looks as terrible as 
several, 

“I’ve been the King of the Belgians 
now 41 years, and I’m glad to say that 
our Belgian flag stands, as it did when 
I first came into office, for truth and 
the development of civilization.’ 

Mr. Appleton intimated to the King 
that a statement had been widely cir- 
culated that His Majesty has grown 
fabulously rich out of the Congo coun- 
try. 
“Oh! yes,’’ responded the King, smil- 
ing, ‘“‘they have said: ‘Just see that old 
King stuffing money down in his pock- 
ets.’ I have always considered that the 
wealth of a monarch should consist in 
the happiness and prosperity of his peo- 
ple.

Convention to Make Plans to 
Get Only Desirable 


Immigrants. 





SHIFTLESSNESS BARRED 





But Good Workmen, Who Can 
Take Negroes’ Places, Will 
Be Welcomed. 





NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 10. 
HE Second Southern Conference on 
Immigration and Quarantine will 
convene in Nashvilie Monday for 
a session of three days. The meeting 
promises to be of far-reaching import- 
ance. 

Six Southern governors, three United 
Siates senators and an ex-Governor, 
who is the Democratic nominee for 
United States Senator from Tennéss see, 
will make addresses, 

At the first annual conference, he!d in 
Chattanooga, this State, there was an 
attendance of 1500 delegates; this yeat 
2000 are expected from every State ih 
the South and from every commercial 
or industrial organization in every 
State. 

The labor question is one of the great 
troubles with’ which the South is con- 
tending, and at the same time the 
growth of the South is retarded by the 
slowness with which new blood is com- 
ing into this section. ‘‘More labor, and 
that more efficient, and more settlers,”’ 
has been the cry of the South, and 
thinking men all over the Southland 
have given much deep thought to the 
solution of the problem. 

For years the South has been prone 
to congratulate itself that the great 
flood of immigration was passing it. 
seeking locations in the West, North and 
East. It appeared to the Southerner 
that the hordes of Europeans who come 
annually to this country were altogeth- 
er undesirable or that it would not be 
possible to turn the desirable immigrant 
towards Dixie without attracting also 
the attention of the idle, vicious or de- 
generate Southern European paupers, 
who make up such a large percentage of 
the immigration to America. And this 
latter class the South does not want 
and will not have. 

The South’s labor troubles have come 
chiefly from the idleness and increasing 
shiftlessness of the negro, and idlers. 
degenerates or paupers of other races 
will find no welcome. 

Going After Immigrants. 


But that there are many desirable 
immigrants among those who come over 
there is no question that the leaders of 
Southern thought have, for the most 
part, agreed that the welfare of the 
Southern country can be best subserved 
by attracting thet class of immigrants. 
The perplexing question was, and is: 
“How? 

Last year's conference did not solve 
the problem, but it resulted in a wide 
dissemination of the facts discussed and 
in the general acceptance of the vi alue 
of immigration of the proper character. 
The way has been paved for the work 
of securing such immigration as soon 
as the best method is dec ided upon. 

There are many difficulties in the 
way. The member of the Mafia or Black 
Hand Society is not wanted in the 
South, but the thrifty, intelligent, hard- 
working Italian is. There are many 
Italian settlements in the South. 

Arkansas has a town in which there 
are none but Italians, and the town is 
thriving. There isn't a pauper in it, and 
elections pass off quietly, for the citi- 
zens of the community are, for the most 
part, already Ame rican citizens and ex- 
geo the elective franchise intelligent- 

egarding it as a duty.

Win Appeal on Error. 

Later the attorneys for the applicants 
discovered that the report of the Com- 
missioner was erroneous and that a 
written application had been filed with 
the Dawes Commission early in 1896, 
wherein was claimed that Joe and Dil- 
lard Perry were entitled to enrollmont 
as Chickasaw Indians; based upon this 
discovery a petition was filed with the 
Department of the Interior by the at- 
torneys for the applicants, asking fur a 
reconsideration of the case, as it came 
within the provisions of the act of Con- 
gtess of July 1, 1902. 

The Commissioner to the Five ivil- 
fzed Tribes recommended the denial of 
this petition, but the Department of the 
Interior refused to concur in sald rec- 
ommendation and again submitted the 
matter to the Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral, and following his findings in the 
matter, an order was issued Oct. 10, 
1906, directing the enrollment of the ap- 
plicants as Chickasaw citizens by blood 
and a cancellation of their previous en- 
rollment as Chickasaw freedmen.

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Fatal Wounding of Luster in 
Lonely Bushes Still 
Mystery.

She Denies, and There Is No

CHANCE SHOT A THEORY 
Rabbit Hunters in Neghbor- 
hood, but Wound Shows 
Large Bullet. 








Albert H. Luster, aged poet and Spir- 
itualisi, was thought last night by City 
Hospital physicians to be at death's 
door. The mystery of the identity of 
the person who fired a buiiet into his 
back after his clandestine meeting with 
Mrs. Mary Cottle was as deep as ever, 
and detectives at work on the case re- 
ported that they had been unable to 
ivarn any new facts. 

Mrs. Cottle, in Jail under suspicion of 
shooting her lover, was calm despite se- 
vere ordeals of ‘‘sweating,’’ and adhered 
to her original story, that the shot was 
fired by surne person she did not see. 

Poetry and Spiritualism played equal 
parts in the love affair of this married 


man of 60 and this 62-year-old mother 
of 11 children, seven of whom are living. 
Luster was proud of his ability in the 
Shaping of verse, and believed he pos- 
sessed genius. He wrote sonnets and 
lyrics telling Mrs. Cottle of his love for 
her, he sdid yesterday to a Post-Dis- 
Patch reporter. 

Mrs. Cottle says she first learned to 
love Luster at a Spiritualistic meeting, 
where she received a message that he 
was her affinity. Spiritualists deny that 
this could have happened, declaring that 
all messages are rigidly censored, and 
that ifa “sick” spirit were to send such 
word it would not be delivered by the 
medium. 

Husband Not Suspected. 

Two theories are still under consider- 
ation by the deteetives at work on the 
case, which Chief Desmond calls one 
of the strangest he had ever encounter- 
ed. One !s that Mrs. Cottle shot her 


lover after a quarrel. The other is that 
a stray bullet fired by a hunter struck 
him. Other theories have practica!ly 
been abandoned. . 

Mrs. Cottle’s husband has established 
an alibi which is regarded as conclu- 
Sive, and the nature of the wound pre- 
cludes the possibility that Laster at- 
tempted suicide or that the injury was 
acvidentally self-inflicted. Nothing has 
been found to show he had an ensmy 
or that Mrs. Luster had another lover. 
; The spot where Luster w wound2d 
Thursday afternoon is one the lone- 
liest in St. Louis. West of Uniorgoule- 
vard and yorth of the Terminal belt 
line, near Watura]l Bridge road, is a 
tract of more than 50 acres of almost 
virgin wilderness. Through it runs a 
gulch that was once a small creek, and 
the banks of this are fringed by clumps 
of trees. Weeds grow walst-high in 
places, and the ground is so rolling and 
broken that in places persons i100 feet 
apart might not see one another. 

Approaching the trysting place, Mrs. 
Cottle left a Suburban car on the Union 
avenue division at the Terminal tracks, 
and walked west to a semaphore {0 
feet away. Turning north, she followed 
an indistinct path to the creek’s edge, 
where Luster awaited her. After an 
hour together, the two followed another 
path in a southeaserly direction to a 
Bmall clump of trees, under one of 
which they sat together a short time. 

What happened there is in question, 
but when Luster started to depart he 
was alone. He had gone 0 or W feet 
when the shot struck him. 

He walked to the intersection of the 
Suburban and Terminal tracks, and col- 
lapsed there, while a street car con- 
ductor was preparing to aid him. Mrs. 
Cottle stood on the tnacks a hundred 


feet away and saw him fall. 
Not a Shotgun Wound. 


In support of the supposition that 
Luster was wounded by a hunter's 
Stray bullet. the police have Mrs. Cot- 
tle’s statement and the fact that the 


is within the city limits. 
standing west of the gulch might 
have seen Luster on account of the 
clumps of trees, although a bullet could 
have had free passage. 
been positively developed that 
have actuated Mrs. Cottle. She 
positively that she heard the report of 
a rifle or revolver, and that Luster said 
to her. “I believe I’m shot.” 
Opposed to this is the fact 
bullet, which has not been 
thought bs physicians Who examined 
the wound to have been of about .38 
‘alibre. Much smaller shot are custom- 
arily used in hunting rabbits and birds, 
the only game to be found where Luster 
was wounded. If the shot was fired 
from a great distance {t ts remarkable 
that it should have passed entirely 
through lLuster's body, and if it was 
fired by some person close to him, it Is 
more remarkable that Mrs. Cottle did 
not see the person, 

The shot entered below the shoulder 
blades and close to the spinal column, 
ranging upward and emerging itmmedi- 
ately under the right collar bone. This 
upward range is not conclusive evidence 
that the bullet was moving upward when 
{it struck Luster, or that he was stoop- 
ing. Bullets are almost Invariably de- 
flected to some extent when they strike 
mn human body, physicians say, and par- 
‘icularly when they etrike a bone, as 
was the case with Luster. 

The other supposition considered by 
the detectives. that Mrs. Cottle fired the 
sho, is made reasonable, they think. 
by her admission that she was standing 
“ehind him at the time. that her rela- 
"ew with him were improper, and that 
‘e head walked away from her.

FIRES ALL GUNS, 
ESCAPES DAMAGE 


Simultaneous Discharge of 8 
12-Inch Pieces Only Breaks 
Dreadnaught’s Windows. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—The new battle- 
ship Dreadnaught has passed her gun 
trials with all the success that attended 
her steam and speed trials. 

She returned to Spithead with the 
gratifying news that no damage was 
done by the excessive concussion of. the

STARTED FROM BOMBAY 


Ignorance of Natives Hampers 
Disease Fighters in Their 
Work. 


WAGING WAR ON RATS 





Real Cause of Epidemic Is Yet 
a Mystery to Health 
Authorities, 


BOMBAY, Nay. 10.—Religious preju- 
dices and teachings and ignorance that 
prevent ‘the nati from realizing the 
intention of the alth officers, 
ascribed by the British Indian officials 
as the chief cause for the deadly and 
rapid spread of the bubonic plague 
through a large section of India since 
1896, when it appeared in this city and 
commenced a march in all directions 
that seems almost unhampered and 
has caused millions of deaths. 

For the first time since the plague 
appeared in Europe, visiting even Lon- 
don and Paris in its deadly ravages, an 
opportunity has -been given to intelli- 
gently study the dread disease, but the 
men in the field work have been so ham- 
péered by the fear Of thé natives who be- 
lieve the epidemic is -a curse sent by 
their gods, that they have made little 
progress. The disease itself is almost 
as baffling as ever. No basic theory 
has been proven. It is believed the 
spread is largely due to rats which in- 
fest India. A determined war has been 
in progress against the rodents for 
many years, and yet little headway has 
been made. 

The theoryis that rats feed upon the 
unhuried or shallow-covered bodies and 
becoming themselves infected, carry 
the disease, yet there are cities which 
carry on extensive boat traffic with 
Bombay and which must suffer an in- 
terchange of rats and have not been 
visited by the plague. 

It was thought for centuries that the 
disease spread through the earth, but in 
this most terrible eapidemic now spread- 
ing, the outbreaks appear in villages on 
the very soil that was thought safe. The 
investigators find great hordes of rats 
dead in their burrows in the ‘‘safe’’ soil, 


as well as the wet districts that were 
regarded as ideal for its spread. 


How Investigations Are Baffled. 


In the iast report, the Indian Govern- 
ment confesses the inebility to fight the 


epidernic as it should in this way. 

“It is one thing to deal with epidemic 
diseases among Europeans whe are suf- 
ficiently educated to understand the ob- 
ject of measures taken for their own 
advantage, and live surrounded by all 
tne aids to such measures lent by mod- 
ern sanitary appliances; it is quite an- 
other matter to deal with it among 
Orientals whose terror of such meas- 
ures leads them to oppose them in é@v- 
ery way, and generally amid surround- 
ings which could not be more favorable 
to the spread of the disease if they had 
been specially devised to that end. It 
is not easy to deal With a religious tenet 
that forbids the holder to leave an in- 
fected place, with a tenderness for ani- 
mal life that will not sanction the de- 
struction of a deadly serpent, with igno- 
rance that is convinced that plague. is 
introduced and fostered by Government 
in order to reduce a redundant popula- 
tion, with suspicion that sees the dis- 
seminating agents in every disinfecting 
party, or with timidity that may be 
turned by an ill-considered action to 
fanatical frenzy.”’ 

The carefully kept records of the 
present epidemic reached a high-water 
mark with 1,000,000 deaths in one year. 
The highest weekly mortality was for 
the week ending April 1, 19%, when 5/,- 
702 deaths were reported from the rap- 
idly extending territory.

FIGHTING MONKS

Flee, Leaving Wounded 
on Ground. 


ROME, Nov. 10.—A desperate battle 
between monks and brigands has taken 
place at the Abbey of the Holy Ghost, 
at Santo Spirito, Sicily. 

The monastery is one of the richest 
on the island, and possesses an almost 
priceless collection of ancient chalices 
and other sacred vessels, as well as 
vestments and a jewelled processional 
cross of great value. 

The brigands determined to raid the 
monastery and murder the monks if 
they resisted. They accordingly rede up 
to the main entrance late at night and 
demanded admittance. When this was 
refused they commenced operations by 
breaking a hole in the wall. 

The monks were roused from thelr 
slumbers and ran to the spot armed 
with rifies. Shots were exchanged, and 
two bullets passed through the habit of 
one of the defenders. The monks re- 
turned the brigands’ fire briskly. and 
two of the latter were severely wounded, 

During the fight the abbot, crucifix in 
hand, directed the defense. Meanwhile 
the sacristan hurried to the belfry and 
sounded the alarm.

COMING WN AGAI 


Pressure Is Better Than for 
Several Years, Plenty for 
Domestic Use. 


MUNCIE, Ind., Nov. 10.—In further 
confirmation of its belief that natural 
gas is constantly generating and will be 
of service to residents of Indiana fer 
many years yet, the Heat, Light and 
Power Co. of Muncie, which has been 
extending its mains and putting in im- 
provements on its gas plant for more 
than a year, is now preparing t» expcnd 
$50,000 in the construetion of immense 
gas reservolrs. 

The details of this improveme:.¢t wll 
be taken up this week on the arrival in 
Muncie of George J. Marott, the Jn- 
dianapolis gas and tracticn man who, 
with H. C. Zeigler, owns practically all 
the stock in the company. 

Against the advice of many gas men, 
Mr. Ziegler, whose company ia one of 
the two that supplies Muncie hom¢s 
vith gas, began immediately on the so 
called failure of natural gas, to impro7e 
the equipment of his company, and to 
reach out after new gas wells. His tne- 
ory that the pressure would increase 
as soon as the factories quit using gus 
for fuel has been borne out. Many gas 
wells have tripled in pressure in tne 
last two years. 

A co-operative gas 
three wells near Eaton. A year ago 
the best well had a pressure of nine 
pounds, as recorded by the gauge. ‘The 
same well now has a pressure of 3: 
pounds and the other wells have in- 
creased in volume proportionately.

Three years 1279 gas wus 
almost a failure; even for cook'ng and 
lighting, but there is no lack of it row 
for these uses, either in summer or win- 
ter.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Before Jan. 
1 the Bureau of.American Ethnoiogy 
will bring out the first volume of a work 
on which its authors, under direction 
of the Smithsonian . Institution, have 
been engaged for 2 years, or there- 
abouts, lt is doubtful whether so much 
time, research and effort ever have been 
devoted to any Government pubiication 
as will be represented by this. It will 
be a handbook of history and informa- 
tion about the tribes of the American 
Indian. 

Where did the Indian come _ § from? 
That is a question to which endless 
Study has been devoted, and which the 
Rureau of Ethnology frankly admits 
it wil. not try to answer in the forth- 
coming work. One of the scientists 
promulgated an interesting theory that 
the Indian didn’t come, but just started 
hee in America. 

That men have inhabited the world for 
at least 300,000 years is maintained by 
ethnulogists, based on the discovery of 
human remains in geological deposits 
that cannot be less than that old, and 
may be much older. But did he origi- 
nate in one place, or in several? Was 
the process of evolution working in dif- 
ferent parts of the world along parallel 
lines, so that the human being developed 
out of the lower orders in _ different 
places and perhaps at different periods? 


Language Unlike Any Other. 


According to the lingual experts of 
ihe bureau, that there is Practically 
nothing in the languages of the Indians 
to indicate any relaiionsnip dn Origin to 
any other race known in the word.

Wolt Bishop, fornierly of Essex, 
Mass., has been for two years the mas- 
ter of the Chateau Geore-ie-Duc, near 
Meaux, on the road fom Pais to Rheims. 
The place was once the shooting box 
of the Duke de Geore, Margulis Tres- 
sence. Mr. Bishop is Known among 
gentry and peasants of the countrside 
as an “‘eecentric American,’ but a be- 
nevolent one withal, whose lavish char- 
ities practically support all the poverty- 
stricken families about. 

Mr. Bishop gave recently a_ large 
‘week-end’ home party in the English 
fashion. Among his guests was Mile. 
Jeanne Demay, once a popular actress 
irr the boulevard theaters of Paris, but 
now retired from the stage. One even- 
ing after dinner she left on a dressing 
table in her boudoir a necklace contain- 
ing four valuable pearls and several 
rings and quit the room. On returning 
later she discovered that the jewels, 
worth altogether wbout $12,900, had dis- 
appeared, The table on which they had 
been placed stood close to a window, 
within arm’s reach of any person out- 
side. 

But Mule. Cemay’s guess that some 
one might have robbed her in that man- 
ner was disproved immediately on ex- 
amination of the window, which she 
found to be barred by a _ Strong and 
heavy grating, throug’h which it "vas 
impossible for an arm strong enough to 
manipulate the window itself to pass.

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 10.—The au- 
tocracy cabinet has announced, through 
the official press, that the Government 
is going to abolish, through a ukase by 
the Czar. the last clauses of the laws 
which disfranchise the peasants. Then 
peasantry will have full rights of mov- 





cities and towns at will, without having 
to ask permission from landowners. 

This is really a continuation of the 
work of the “Czar Liberator,’ Alex- 
ander II. Whether this will improve the 
situation of the peasantry materially is 
a question. It may improve their situa- 
however, for in the vil- 
lages, the peasants are treated worse 
than cattle by petty army officers or 
Cossacks. 

Russia is all in all one of the most 
peculiar countriés today. One can hard- 
ly decide where to place it, how to 
classify it. On the one hand there are 
cities like St. Petersburg, Moscow, Odes- 
sa, etc., with a strata of society includ- 
ing the most cultured persons and on 
the other there are the villages with 
their half savage population. 

Leaving the more civilized centers of 
Russia and traveling into the country, 
one soon forgets that he lives in the 
twentieth century. At a railroad station, 
say in Astrakhan, ft is hard to recon- 
elle the age of railroads with the lack 
of civilization which syrrounds. The 
trains are irregular. The men and wom- 
en who walt for days at a time for a 
train, sleep on the floors promiscuously 
in the most awkward positions. 

Men clad in sheepskin, women in 
coarse garments huddle together. Sol- 
diers also fill the place, many of them 
drunk, seek amusement by laying their 
knouts on the sleeping passengers. Like 
primitive men, the Cossacks run from 
one extreme to the other. One minute 
they quarrel and come to blows, the 
next they are deeply in love with each 
other. They embrace, kiss and chew 
one another's heards, a special sign of 
affection. When they become overfull 
with joy and vodka they dance, and in 
their mirth kick bystanders with their 
boots. There are no protests. Experi- 
ence has taught these peasants that 
protests result in blows.

She was 
among the first women in the country 
to study and practice law, and most of 
her clients were moneyless and defense- 
less women and children. She has been 
promiment in most of the reform move- 
ments which have engaged women’s 
clubs and societies, and usually had 
charge of the work of crystalizing the 


sentiment into political action. On two 
occasions she brought special! trainloads 
of factory women ed ew England to 
testify before Senate committees as to 
thefr wages and living conditions. 

In 1900 Mrs. Foster was appointed by 
Seoretary Hay to represent the United 
States in the International Red Cross 
Conference at St.Petersburg. Last year 
she accompanied the Taft party to the 
Philippines and made a special report 
to President Roosevelt on the condition 
of women and children there. Mrs. 
Foster returned from a i” around the 
world a few months ago, in the course 
of which she studied the condition of 
women and children in China and India,

They 
sprawl their arms on the table, lower 
their heads and guzzle tea-—too lazy to 
raise the glass. They insist on the 
gramophone, and that it play the ‘‘Mar- 
seillaise,”’ the adopted air of the Rus- 
sian revolutionaries, and therefore 


Enter a strajnik—ore of the rural po- 
lice, created recently to deal with coun- 
try disturbances. He comes from a 
distant part, is badly paid, raggedly 
dressed in a left-off uniform, and has a 
sword by his’side. He is a hobbledehoy 
fellow, with sandy face and sandy 
whiskers, a scowl, and a get-out-of-my- 
way walk. He has been planted here 
to see the moudjike behave themselves 
and to knout thern if they don't. 

He is worse than useless. He is by 
himself, and if he started to terrorize 
the peasantry, which is his duty, they, 
with the courage of numbefs, would ar- 
range for his body to be found stark 
and dead on the steppe. He is cold- 
shouldered It is a crime among the 
paisants, punishable with house burn- 
to house a strajnik; to give him 
food is to be placed under suspicion that 
the giver is in the pay of the Govern- 
ment. 


Music to Taunt Police. 


“You'd like to hear that again,’’ says 
a stalwart fellow with a tawny beard 
and in a blue shirt. The strajnik scowls, ¢ 

“The ‘Marseiliaise’ again,’’ some one 
commands. The handle is wound and 
the French anthem, throaty in tone, ts 
screeched out with @ rasp as though a 
nail had got into the works. 

The strajnik widens his feet, sticks his 
into his pockets, and produces 
the inevitable paperos (cigarettes). ‘You 
know that air is forbiuden,”’ he grunts 
with the same breath that he blows out 
the first mouthful of smoke, 

“Then why don't you stop it?” asks a 
little broad-shouldered man with hair all! 
awry. “Why don't you thrash it for 
revolutionary talk? Why don’t you ar- 
rest it and send it to Siberia?”’ 

“You wouldn't talk like that if a 
troop of Cossacks were here,"’ says the 
representative of authority. 

The remark nettles the slothful 
moudjiks. A gilnt of enmity comes into 
their eyes, like Mat of whipped brutes. 
snarling, but afraid to bite. 

“The Cossacks! That ts your only an- 
swer. Always the !* gsneers the 
short, heayy man with the tousled head. 


laughter breaks loose. hey have been 
having fun with the affrighted straj- 
nik. His sandy face is very yellow. 


Peasants Aid Revoluticnists. 


The citizens, down to what Is called 
the lowest strata in Russia, do not show 
their sympathies for the cause of the 
revolution only in this manner. Poor 
as they are, they always find some- 
thing with which to help those who are 
exiled to Siberia for taxing part in the 
revolutionary propaganda. It its touch- 
ing to the onlooker and more touching 
and encouraging to the revolutionist, to 





see a poor peasant, illiterate and ig- 
norant, offering his own fur coat to an 
exile, The revolutionist woman, ban- 
ished from home and kin, from the 
place where she can work fur the cause 
che loves, is certain the revolution will 
succeed when a poor, worn, peasant 
woman speaks words of consolation to 
her as she hands her warm food. 

Here is a scene written by Fraser on, 
the steamer Grand Duke Alexis on the| 
Caspian Sea:

They are be- 
ing taken by sea, ‘shipped on board in 
the dark. They attract less attention 
and public sympathy than if conveyed 
by train.

The peopie are butt-ended back, while 
the exiles are brought on board the 
Grand Duke Alexis. . 


The third-class section of the boat is 
a dark cabin, with wooden shelves. Into 
one corner are the prisoners put, and 
then caged in with netting. 

Till they reach their unknown destina- 
tion on the other side of the Casplan the 
Government is feeding the ‘‘politicals”’ 
-—allowing each 12 ounces of black bread 
a day—that, and nothing more. 

But they have farex much better. 
Dried fish, slabs of watermelon, chunks 
of cheese, bunches of cigarettes are 
heared upon them. It ts nd of the 
symp.ithetic peasantry, but painfully 
like throwing buns to the animals at 
the Zoo The men iie itn their ceges 
and smile and nod their thanks. 

A man and a woman go through the 
ship making a collection to buy the 
prisoners tea and sugar. No one is too 
poor to find at least a penny. Some- 
times it is 25 centa. Only one person re- 
fuses, a dig, flabby woman in the first- 
class, who bursts into vix 
of all sympathizers with the bdlack- 
guards who ought to be shot.

To admit they could not 
catch the would-be assassin was a con- 
fession of impotence: to arrest the 
wrong man and bring him to trial would 
mean lack of identification by Mr. 
Urquhart, release of the criminal, and 
some-ascorn of the authorities.

Stern, a Jew, a noted revolutionary wh 
had been seen watching Mr. Urquhart. 
He was taken through the streets by 
the soldiery. Said they to him quietly: 
“We have had money to let you go.

Caused His Arrest—Society 
Favorite.

SALEM, Ore., Nov. 10.—So chagrined 
because he had been arrested, Victor E. 
D’Anna, a young civil engineer, a 
Salem society favorite and son of Signor 
D’Anna of Oklahoma Cit i 2. se 
and killed Benjamin Gholson, the man 
responsible for his arrest, then blew out 
his own brains after fleeing six miles. 

The sensational tragedy and its sensa- 
tlonal ending transpired this morning. 
D'Anna went on a debauch last night, 
and early this morning staggered into a 
livery stable bed to rest. 

Gholson, a stableman, called a police- 
man. D’Anna telephoned the City Re- 
corder and got out, then went for his 
gun. 

He premediated both murder and 
suicide, for after getting his gun, he 
left two notes in his room: To Sig- 
nor. D‘Anna, address at ag 
City, he said: “Good bye, Papa. 
can't stand this disgrace, Victor.’ 

To Miss Lena Hutton, a sister-in-law 
of State Land Agent Oswald West, his 
fiancee, he wrote: 

“Keep this as the last of me. Think 
of me no more, 

Yours and yours only, Victor.” 

After killing Gholson, whom he 
shot close to the heart, D’Anna made 
his way to the State Asylum farm 
whence he telephoned to his bosom 
friend here, Chauncey Bishop, a lead- 
ing business man: “I'm going to kill 
inyself now.”

D’Anna hung up 
the receiver.

RE greatest crow roost on earth is 
now threatened with extinction. It 
is in the Haines Grove neighborhood 

of Missouri, eight miles northwest of La- 
mar. , 

During the past spring and summer the 
Big Roost has undergone a transformation. 
Hundreds of trees have been cut down to be 
uscd for telephone poles. The ‘‘Crow 
Roost,’’ which covers the entire grove, two 
miles long and a quarter of a mile wide, is 
now streaked with stretches of open stump 
land as a result of the need of the telephone 
contpany that has invaded the quiet of the 
country. It is believed to be doomed. 


Hit countless thousands. of crows that spend 
the fall and winter at this place are temporarily 
in large numbers this vear. They are making 

their last stand in great numbers. One tree where 

heretofore but a dozen birds would have is 
how black with them as night approaches. The birds 
have difficulty in obtaining roosting places. As 
result the timber is the scene of innumerable battles 
at night, the crows keeping up incessant calls and

he timber is covered with snow and the fields offer 
10 food for the birds, the crows invade the granaries. 

Frequently flocks have been discovered in corn bins 
in barns, they being unable to find their way out of 
the dark barns. They are easily captured, weak from 
hunger and blinded by the white snow when the barn 
doors are opened in the morning. ,

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S THERE no possible way of proving definitely 
whether George A. Kimmel, Southwestern ban 
cashier, is alive or dead?

What is the poor man to de? He would really take 
it aS a great favor if some way out of the difficulty 
could be found. So would the insurance company, be- 
cause the United States Circuit Court of the St. Louis 
District has ordered it to pay over $25,000 insurance 
to the man’s heirs and assigns, while 4 man who says 
he’s Kimmel! is alive and kicking in New York. 

Any way you look at jt, the case is a weird one. 

It has puzzled all kinds of experts, legal, medical 
and financial, As for the in#urance people, they are 
up in the air. Here they have a verdict for the full 
“amount of the man’s life insurance entered against 
them when the man insists strenuously that he isn’t 
dead at all, but very much in the flesh. But his own 
sister says he is dead, and what are they going iv 
do about it” 

Briefly, those who want the insurance that 
Kimmel, who has been missing from Arkansas City, 
han., Since 8988, is dead. The insurance company 
as stoutly asserts that an inmate in the State Asylum 
for the Criminal Insane, just up the Hudson River 
at Maiteawan, N. Y., entered on the books as Andrew 
J. White, is none other than Kimmel. White 
he is Kimme), too. And there you are: 

George A. Kimmel, 10 years ago. was one of the 
best-known citizens of Arkansas Citv, Kan. He was 
extremely popular, good-looking, well-to-do and a 
thirty-second degree Mason. He was the czshier of 
the Farmers’ State Bank of Arkansas City, and was 
trusted implicitly. 

On July 3, 1898, Kimme! suddenly dropped out of 
sight. He was traced to Topeka, Kan., and to Kan- 
sas City, Mo., but from there not a soul who knew 
him has ever laid eyes upon him—that is, unless 
White is Kimmel.
